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the local Native American tiibes. The Timbisha trlbe and other Western Shoshone tribes have
conducted spring renewdt ceremonles on Yucca Mountain for an unknown time, and continue to do
so info the present on the western portion they are stiil able to access. The SEIS also falls to mention the
ongoing dispute and litigation involving the United States’ violation of the 1863 Treaty of Ruby Valley
with the Western Shoshone which cleary defines ferritorial borders for their nation of Newe Sogobia as
well outside the proposed lkand withdrawa!. This treaty was fully ratified by Congress, and Is iegally “the
supreme law of the land”. In Aprll of 2004, the United Nation’s Committee to End Rocial Discrimination
upheld the Shoshone claim in a record decision, and their decliaration clearty identifies the Yucca
Mountain Repository as one of several ongoing serious human rights violations by the United States
ogainst the Western Shoshons Nation. _)

There are serious risks associated with the *disposing' and fransportation of nuciear waste. One of the
most deadly waste materidls on earth, nuclear waste should be stored on-site, in retrievable casks,
and not fransported across the country. There is an extremnely high liklihood that there will be adverse
impacts to the drinking water supply, impacts from fruck fransport of nuclear waste, soclo-economic
impacts, impacts to cultural resources, and environmental justice issues.

A nuclear waste repository at Yucca Mounitaln creates a false sense of security for using nucleal
energy while we should be focusing on alternative renewable energy sources.

Overall, the research on this site clearly shows that storing nuclear waste in this area is not safe or
ethical and | do not wish to
see this project carried out. For these and other regsons, Yucca Mountain is unacceptable as a
